Long Struggle with the State Certain 
When “ Ripper ” Bill Becomes a Law 
—Legislature’s Act When Signed by 
Governor Will Take Municipal Af- 
fairs of Pittsburg, Allegheny, and 
Scranton Out of the Hands of Local 
Authorities, Ousting 5,000 Men. 


Pittsburg, Pa., March 1.—[Special.]—War 
to a finish between city and State officials, 
sieges in the offices of Mayors and their ap- 
pointees, rival city governments in Pitts- 
burg, Allegheny, and Scranton, and the ty- 
ing up of these cities’ municipal business 
and public work and all employés salaries 
for at least a year are certain to result when 
the so-called Ripper bill, passed by the 
Legislature, becomes a law. : 

This remarkable measure, which only 
awaits the signature of Governor Stone to 
incorporate it in the statutes, arbitrarily re- 
moves from office the regularly appointed 
Mayors, the- State Executive taking posses- 
sion of the municipal governments and filling 
all the appointive offices with new men, if 
he so desires. No such sweeping and radical 
legislation ever has been enacted and the. 
complications that are certain to noe are 
alarming. 

Mayors Prepare for Siege. 
Already preparations to defend their title 
to the offices at any cost are being made by 
the Mayors of the three cities. A final ruling

The 
Mayors will retain the cities’ seals, the keys 
to the vaults containing the records and 
municipal papers, and hold their posts even 
if force is used in the attempt to oust them. 
United States Senator M. 8. Quay and his 
friends are credited with full responsibility 
for this extraordinary law, the object of 
which, nominally, is to provide new charters 
for the three second-class cities—Pittsburg, 
Allegheny, and Scranton. 

Five thousand city employés in ‘Pittsburg’ 
and Allegheny will lose their places when 
the Ripper bill is a law. These claim it 
is spite legislation of Quay’s supporters 
to get even with those who opposed the Sen- 
reélection. The opposition was led 
by State Senator William Flinn, who since 
the retirement of Chris Magee has been the 
Republican leader here. 

When Governor W. A. Stone signs the bill 
the trouble will begin. Instead of a Mayor 
each municipality will have a City Recorder, 
who shall be appointed by the Governor and 
who will hold office for two years. The City 
Recorder will appoint all heads of depart- 
ments, bureaus, divisions, etc., of the city 
government. The present anti-Quayites are 
to be displaced by Quay men. 

Every Anti-Quay Man to do. 
The ax will swing over the heads of every — 
official and employé from the Mayor down to 
police and firemen. The Quayites think that 
in two years they can break up the Flinn 
organization and intrench themselves so 
firmly that at the first general election in 1903 
they can elect their candidates. 

Mayor Diehl of Pittsburg will take the mat- 

ter into court as soon as his successor is 
named. His attorneys have advised him that 
having been

of the'seal ot thé city and other things neces- 
sary for the Mayor to use in the discharge of 
his duties and Will not give them up until the 
courts order him to do so. City Controller 
Joseph E. Lewis, who isexcepted by the new 
law, has been advised not to recognize the 
present Mayor or his successor until there is | 
a court decision. 


Will Block City Machinery. 

This means: the blocking of the city ma- 
chinery for at least a year. The Controller 
will not issue any warrants for salaries, . 
contracts, etc., and city employés will, in 
all probability, be unable to get their money. 
The men are paid the first ten days of each 
month. If the Governor acts promptly in 
the matter of signing the bill, then the Con- 
troller's attitude will make itself felt and 
no more warrants will be isuued. 

In Allegheny Mayor James G. Wyman, it | 
is said, will use force against being ripped 
out ef office. His office, which adjoins the 
police department, and access to which al- 
ways was gained through a communicating 
door, today was shut off from the police 
bureau employés entirely. The Mayor se- 
cured all the keys of the door, hired a lock- 
smith to place on his side a new and heavy 
bolt. and barred the passageway completely. 
This move is regarded with deep sighifi- 
cance by the ripperites.“ They fear that 
his Honor intends to hold the fort against 
all newcomers until the legality of the rip- 
per is fully tested.

QUESTION. OF WAGES. 


bile Company Suddenly Quit Work 
vehicles Remain in Barns All Day, 
While Requests of Patrons Are De- 
nied—Men Fear Reduction of Pay 
Through Proposed System Giving 
Salaries Based on Gross Earnings. 


Miss Bertha Galland, leading lady for 
James K. Hackett, telephoned at 10 o'clock 
last night to the Illinois Electric Vehicle 
Transportation company from Powers’ The- 
ater asking that an automobile cab be sent 
to take her to the Virginia after the cloge of 
the play. at 
Sorry to be able to accommodate 
you,” was the reply, but all our drivers 
are out on a strike and we are not doing 
any business.“ 
This was the message given out in reply to 
calls for vehicles throughout the day. None 
of the sixty drivers of the company, with 
few exceptions, reported for work, and all 
day long the quiet of complete idleness 
reigned in the big barn of the company in 
Michigan avenue, between Jackson boule- 
vard and Adams street. It was the same at 
the other stations of ‘the company at 287 
‘North State street and at Fortieth street and 
Cottage Grove avenue. The only vehicles 
operated were six wagonettes, used as a 
"bus line, and seven delivery wagons. 
There is some prospect these may not work 
today. 7 
Trouble Over Wage Question. 
The trouble is due to differences regarding 
the wage scale of the drivers. The drivers, 
who are all members of the recently organ- 
ized Automobile Operators’ union, declare 
they have quit work because the company 
intends to institute a different system of pay, 
which will reduce their pay. The scale 
under which they have been working, pro- 
vides for a e of 16% cents an hour for 
a twelve-hour „ while it is claimed that 
the company’s new scheme provides for sal- 
aries amounting to 20 per cent of the gross 
earnings of the drivers. The men claim that 
under its operations they would not be able 
to average more than $1.50 a day, and quite 
often would not get more than $1.20. Six 
dollars, it is claimed, represents an average 
day’s earnings. The men urge other griev- 
ances against the company, the main one 
being a system of stamping off when they 
are in the barn and not engaged, by which, 
it is claimed, they frequently receive but a 
comparatively small part of *. the wage 
they should receive. 


Position of the Company. 
According to the superintendent, F. R. 
Jenkins, the company has never announced 
the new scale complained of, but merely 
suggested it at a recent conference between 
him and a committee of the drivers, who at 
the time approved it. His statement of it 
was to the effect night drivers, working 
from 2 a. m. to 2 p. m., were to receive 20 
per cent of their gross earnings, while day 
drivers, working from 2 p. m. to 2 a. m., were 
to receive 25 per cent of their earnings. He 
claimed last night that in ordinarily busy 
times good drivers would be able to earn 
from 2 to $4.50 a day. 

Superintendent Jenkins was waited on in 
the evening by Business Agent Bestorp of the 
union with the demand the agreement of the 
union calling for $2 a day be signed or as- 
surances given that action would be taken 
by the company within twenty-four hours.

WAR ON THE POOLROOMS. 


ATTORNEY GENERAL HAMLIN IN- 
TIMATES THAT HE WILL ACT. 


State Injunction Likely in the Case of 

Richton Gamblers, Who Dodge from 

County to County—Plan Successful 

in Closing the Resorts of Madison— 

Deflance of the Will County Combi- 

nation—Grand Jury Is Unable to Se- 
eure Evidence. 


Attorney General H. J. Hamlin's way of 
reaching the poolrooms by injunctions issued 
at the instance of the State of Illinois gave 
significance to the visit of the Attorney Gen- 
eral to Chicago yesterday. While he was 
reticent regarding the reason for his visit, 
he intimated that the appeals of the citizens 
of Will County for summary action against 
the poolroom at Richton would be heeded, 
and that the same procedure was to be 
followed there as at Madison, near St. Louis, 
where he secured an injunction against the 
poolrooms on Thursday. 

The methods of the poolroom men are such 
that they can best be reached by action of 
the State. So long as they retreat from 
county to county it is held to be practically 
impossible for local officials to suppress pool 
selling. The combination now operating at 
Richton, just across the county line in Wiil 
County, has a place in-Dupage County and 
two more in Cook County, not far from 
Lockport. These same gamblers are said to | 
be figuring on another place in Lake County, 
not far north of Chicago. Poot as 

When stopped in one county they go into 
the next, running special trains to carry 
those who care to risk their money. When 
closed by the Cook County officials they open 
the next day in Dupage County. By the 
time the officials of that county get around 
to proceed under the law the gamblers are 
ready to move back into Cook County, where 
their places at Evason and Romeo are kept 
ready for immediate use. It takes some 
time for the machinery of Cook County to 
get into motion and by that time the pool- 
room men are ready to move again. 


Defiance of Richton Crowd. 


The place near Richton, which the Attor- 
ney General intimates he will proceed: 
against, was opened last December. The 
spot was selected because it was the bleakest. 
to be found along any railroad in Will Coun- 
ty. There was not a house within a mile, 
and the only way to reach the place was 
from the right of way of the Illinois Cen- 
tral, which ran alongside the grounds. A 
high stockade was built to keep out intrud- 
ers, and the only means of admission was 
from the special trains of the Illinois Cen- 
tral, which stopped at that point. 

When the site was selected adjoining farms 
were leased at a good figure in order not to 
have troublesome neighbors. The farms 
were then sublet to farmers in the same re- 
gion, in some cases to the same owners. 

Next, the lumber required to build the 
houses and the stockades was bought of the 
local dealers, giving them more business than 
they had enjoyed for years. When the 
buildings were completed watchmen were re- 


ulred, and farmer boys, who had never 
an more than a few dollarsa month, were 


hired at $3 and 1 a day. In this way opposi-

TROOPS UPHOLD

State Guards Protect Trial of 
George Shenkel at 
Carrollton. 


ENTERS PLEA OF GUILTY. 


Governor Yates’ Plan for Pre- 
venting Lynch Law Is 


Successful. 


COST 18 8500 PER MINUTE. 


[BY A STAFF CcoRRESPONDENT.] 
Carrollton, III., March 1.—[Special.]—Five 
hundred dollars a minute was the price paid. 
today by the State of Illinois to preserve the 
peace and dignity of the commonwealth in 
the City of Carroliton.’ In something less 
than four minutes Judge Owen P. Thompson 
of Jacksonville, sitting in the Circuit Court 
of Greene County, disposed of the case of 
the people against George Albert Shenkel. \ 
Within that time the man pleaded guilty 
to the charge of assaulting little Grace Giller 
at Whitehall last Christmas eve, was given 
an indeterminate sentence, and was afely 
on his way to the penitentiary at Chester. 
That this outcome might be successfully 
accomplished, 200 of the citizen soldiery of 
the State had been assembled to make a 
show of force before the people of the Greene 
County capital. It cost the taxpayers of Illi- 


it produced meek acquiescence in the dig- 
nified methods of law and order and the 
Sheriff, who for two months has been hus- 
tling his prisoner successively from White- 


to Edwardsville, and finally to Springfield 
to evade determined mobs bent on lynching, 
was freed from the threat that he would

Afraid to Demand Trial. 


“When Shenkel entered his plea of guilty 
he did so with the matter of fact air of a 
man who must accept one of two evils, and 
has resigned himself to his fate. Thirty 
minutes before he was drawn up before the 
bar of justice he had expressed the belief 
that he could beat the case if he de- 
manded a trial, but he knew he dared not 
do 80. 

If the good people of Carrohlton had at 
any time cherished a thought of wreaking 
summary vengeance upon the offender, such 
a passion was effectually quenched upon the 
appearance of the military force. Not a hos- 


the prisoner and the soldiers invested the 
town.

Arrival of State Troops. 

The four companies of State troops slipped 
into the city shortly after daylight, unherald- 
ed and unexpected. Eighty minutes later 
they tramped back down the unpaved thor- 
oughfare between two interminable lines of 
gaping, wide-eyed natives. The occasion is 
the one from which future events in Car- 
rollton will be reckoned in comparisons of 
stupendousness. The incursion had been 
wholly unexpected. The files of uniformed 
men, swinging with cadence step and glisten- 
ing arms through the streets, and, most of 
all, the hunted prisoner, manacled, defiant 
almost to the degree of braggadocio—the 
spectacle was one which put to blush the 
tinsel of the most gorgeous three-ring circus 
that had ever visited the town. a 

It was the suddenness of the revelation 
that overwhelmed the townsmen. Apparent- 
ly not an intimation of the approach of the 
pageant had obtained beyond the officers of 
the court. On the early morning ride from 
Springfield the soldiers were fed upon all 
sorts of wild rumors regarding the reception 
that awaited them. Whenever the special 
trdin on which they rode was stopped at a 
way station for orders reports of an alarm- 
ing nature were certain to follow. All fol- 
lowed the same trend—that a posse of hun- 
dreds of inflamed and determined citizens 
had gathered in Carrollton and would under 
take to take the prisoner from his escort. 


Clamor Awed to Silence. 

When the locomotive finally drew up at 
the destination with a contemptuous snort 
it became evident to éVery one of the soldiers 
that the violent, clamoring horde had been 
a figment of the imagination, or had been 
awed into nothingness. Before them lay 
the top-heavy little station-house, with 
scarcely the usual number of loungers to 
scrutinize each passenger as he debarked. 
Stretching away to the rear of the building 
was a dirty, unpaved road which the natives 
dub a street, the vista fringed with unkempt 
trees and tottering sidewalks, and, brought 
up in the distance by the shades of farm 
wagons and top buggies, drawn up along the 
hitching post in the public square. 

The scene was, in fact, the same that 
greets the early morning arrival in any 
sleepy little city of 3,000 inhabitants such as 
dot the prairies of Illinois. The debarkation 
of soldiery, immediately begun, caused palpa- 
ble surprise, but neither fear nor resentment. 
The tramp of the 400 feet that beat the har- 
dened earth as the march down the street 
was taken up brought wondering: household- 
ers to their stoops.

All stared and wondered. ) 

Shenkel Is Unconcerned. 

Shenkel evidently realized that his old 
neighbors, no matter to what degree their 
ire might be aroused, would not be so in- 
discreet as to engage in a hostile demon- 
stration against the military. He was care- 
ful to have ready a freshly rolled cigaret 
when he alighted from thetrain. It served 
to show to his quandam acquaintances his 


utter unconcern over the seriousness of his 


predicament. He diligently puffed at the 
little roll as the march proceeded. 

The half mile tramp from the station to 
the courthouse grounds was made without 
iacident, aside from the recognition by 
Shenkel of an old friend on a street corner. 
Mutual salutations were passed, but the pro- 
cession had not been stopped. When the 
courthouse steps were reached a halt was 
made. Several squads of troops were de- 
ployed about the building and a squad of 
the engineer company escorted the prisoner 
up-stairs into the courtroom. 

Here the first hitch in the proceedings, as 
had been outlined several days before, oc- 
curred. When all was in readiness to lead 
the prisoner to the dock, Sheriff Conlee found 
that the key would not operate in the lock of 
the handcuffs.. Judge Thompson refused to 
hear the pleading of the defendant until the 
manacles were removed. :

FOUR CAB DRIVERS INDICTED 
FOR ALLEGED “ SCALING.” 


Men Were in Employ of C. O. Harz, Liv- 
eryman, and Say They Have Worked 
16 to 20 Hours a Day for $25 a Month 


Four cab drivers have been indicted by the 
grand jury for “scaling.’’ The amount in 
each instance runs between $1.75 and $3. The 
men were employed by C. O. Harz, a livery- 
man who controls the cab privileges at the 
Northwestern railroad depot. Since the in- 
dictment was voted State’s Attorney Deneen 
has been investigating the charges and has 
found what he considers a é@urious state of 
affairs. : 

The four men indicted and the amounts 
which they are alleged to have embezzled 
from their employer are: : 

John Weersing, 417 North Clark street, §3. 

Harry Peters, 592 North Clark street, $2.

Harry Winser, 591 La Salle avenue, $1.75. 

The evidence against the quartet was se- 
cured by a detective agency. In the evidence 
tendered before the grand jury it was alleged 
that the men in the hours belonging to their 
employer secured passengers whenever they 
could, secured money for the carrying of 
these passengers, and then /ailed to report 
the transaction at the office. 

After the men were dismissed they started 
suits for wages claimed to be due them. No 
defense was presented in the courtroom and 
judgments were rendered. Winser secured a 
judgment of $56.75, Weersing of $54.95, and 
Raake of $45.26. These cases were all ap- 
pealed, Harz paying $36 in legal fees. 

Peters, who was employed by Harz for 
three years, is the most bitter of the indicted 
men. 

He made us sign a contract and work 
under the hardest rules I ever heard of,“ he 
said. *‘ He makes us sign a paper, in which 
we have to do everything and he nothing. 
For $25 a month and our board Harz keeps 
most of his cabmen at work from sixteen to 
twenty hours a day. If a man is late be- 
cause Of sickness or anything else costs 
him 50 cents an hour;. if he gets drunk it 
costs him $10; if he smokes in the barn, $1; 
‘if he fails to meet an engagement, or doesn't 
notify Harz three days in advance of his in- 
tention of quitting, it costs him $10 more. 
The result is that, with so many rules, a 
driver is lucky if he doesn’t owe Harz some- 
thing at the end of each month.“ 3

MAN WOUNDED AND ALONE 


WILLIAM P. M’VEITY FOUND IN 
OFFICE BADLY HURT. 


Linen Mills Agent Accidentally Shoots 
Himself While Loading Revolver 
and Makes Ineffectual Effort to 
Leave Room in Medinah Temple 
Building—Spends Ten Hours With- 
out Assistance and Sitting in Chair— 
Groans Attract Watchman. 


For ten hours yesterday William P. Mc- 
Veity, a linen mills agent, lay in his office 
in the Medinah Temple bleeding from a self- 
inflicted bullet wound, which may prove 
fatal. Once he crawled about the room and 
made an ineffectual attempt to open the 
doer. At 5:30 a. m. Watchman John Murphy 
heard the wounded man’s groans, and en- 
tering the office found him almost uncon- 
scious from loss of blood. 

The wounded man was taken to the 
Samaritan Hospital; 481 Wabash avenue, 
where he told the physicians he accidentally 
shot himself while trying to load his re- 
volver. A report that the man attempted 
to commit suicide on account of financial 
difficulties proved to be unfounded. Mrs. 
McVeity was called from the residence, 4715 
Indiana avenue, and spent the day with her 
husband at the hospital. She also asserted 
that the linen agent had no réason to commit 
suicide. 


Shot While Loading Revolver. 

McVeity has _a desk in the offices of the 
linen firm of lhueter & Champness, at 202 
Medinah Temple. He is, however, independ- 
ent of the concern and has acted as Chicago 
agent for various fabric mills for the last 
ten years. On Thursday night, he says, he 
made a visit to his office at 7 o’clock to com- 
plete some work. Half an hour later he 
Started to go home, then returned to his 
desk for his revolver, which he generally

carried at night as a protection against rob- 
bers. He found the weapon unloaded, and 
proceeded to fill the chambers with cart- 
ridges. Accidentally the revolver was dis- 
charged, the bullet entering the left breast, 
two inches aboye the heart, and lodging 
near the spinal column. 


Spends Night in Chair. 
The wounded man says that he shouted for 
help till strength. failed him, and then at- 
tempted to crawl from the room. When he 
reached the door he found himself unable to 
reach the knob. He made an effort to raise 
himself to the telephone that failed, and 
finally crawled back and pulled himself into 
his chair, where he spent the remaining hours 
of the night. 8

Pekin, III., March 1.—[{Special.]—The Moser 
trial progressed rapidly today and the end is 
in sight. The defense rested at 6 o’clock to- 
night at the conclusion of the cross-examina- 
tion of the defendant, who took the stand in 
his own behalf.

The bullet, however, 
shattered the policeman’s arm, which was 
behind the man’s back.

Coughlin’s companion picked up Bazginski 
to carry him to a patrol box. On the way he 
revived, and, breaking away, renewed the 
fight, with the result that he was shot 
through the-stomach and died.

Rise of the River. 
The torrent of water pouring into the drain- 
age canal from the Chicago River and its 
tributaries probably had reached the full 


rise, estimated at 2% to 3 inches in the river. 
Shortly before noon the bear trap dam at 
Lockport was lowered to allow a full flow 
through the canal and the water rushed 
through at high speed, causing alarm to 
nervous residents of Joliet, who fear a repe- 
tion of the flood of one year ago. 

At the Jackson street lock in Joliet large 
cakes of icqswept down from the Chicago 
River and were crushed to atoms by the 
current. The Sanitary District authorities 
assert that the removal of the temporary 
bridge supports, which caused the ice block- 
ade and accompanying flood of last winter, 
have removed all danger of another flood, but 
the rise in the canal, which will be further 
increased by the rain of last night, caused 
the residents to fear that the morning might 
find the “ bottoms” about Joliet a small 
sea and the basements and streets of their 
town submerged {n Chicago River water. 
If the flow appears dangerous during the 
night the dam will be raised and the melted 
snow and sewage from Chicago will be 
checke and the current diverted to Lake 
Michigan. 
Vesselmen in the North Branch were cau- 
tioned two weeks agot (tighten the moorings 
of their boats to prevent them being swept 
down the current in the case of a flood. As 
the thaw has been gradual for two weeks the 
conditions which it was feared might prevail 
in the case of a sudden disappearance of the 
snow are not feared to as great an extent. 
Catch basins in the city were found to be 
closed by ice yesterday, and some method of 
opening them to receive the water had to be 
found. Rock salt was used as an experiment 
and it was successful in melting the barriers. 


Traction Companies Active. 

The traction companies came to the relief 
of conditions and began to remove the snow 
from the streets where it would have melted 
and doubled the slush and dirt to be ex- 
pected with the disappearance of the snow 
heaps. The Union Traction company, on 
the North and West Sides, put 217 teams 
at work, and on the South Side the City 
railway company sent teams and men into 
the streets to remove the snow. 

This action of the traction companies was 
secured by Corporation Counsel Walker, who 
notified the companies Thursday that the 
city had a right to demand that they re- 
move the snow which they had scraped 
from their tracks into the streets, thereby 
increasing the obstructions in the street. 
Prosecution, it had been stated, would fol- 
low the refusal of the companies to agree 
to the request of the city. Representatives 
of the company informed Mr. Walker that 
they had placed men at work and asked 
if the city could supplement the work by 
increasing the force ehgaged in the removal 
of snow.

LONDON, March 1,—During question ume 
in the House of Commons today Charles P. 
Scott, Liberal, asked Mr. Balfour, the gov- 
ernment leader, at what time in 1800 the gov- 
ernment was informed that if war ensued 
between the Tr@nsvaal and Great Britain as 
a result of the differences which were made 
apparent at the Bloemfontein conference the 
Orange Free State would undoubtedly throw 
in her lot with the sister republic. 

Mr. Balfour's reply, as taken down by the 
stenogmphers, was as follows: 3 

All the information we have on this sub- 
ject is, necessarily, a matter of opinion, and, 
therefore, conjectural in its character or else 
is contained in statements of ex-President 
Steyn, in which case, unfortunately, it is 
mendacious.”’ 

Mr. Balfour's reply was regarded as ex- 
tremely obscure and ii was explained in his 
behalf that he was not referring to anything

Warn was a German farmer living six miles 
north of this city. At 9 o’clock this morn- 
ing he became seized with a savage desire to 
kill and destroy. He killed his son, William, 
aged 21, burned the house, and then proceed- 
ed systematically to set fire to everything 
he possessed. He destroyed the farm water- 
works, fastened his cattle, hogs, and chick- 
ens securely, and set fire to every building 
on the place. 

While he was at his work neighbors, see- 
ing the smoke, rushed to the place, but he 
drew a revolver, fired several shots, and 
After firing the remain- 
ing buildings he went into the burning barn 
and his charred body was found among the 
bodies of the horses this afternoon. No trace 
of the son’s body has been found. 

Warn was known to have had over $1,500 
in cash in the house and this was also de- 
stroyed. The property destroyed was worth 
$8,000. Warn's daughter, Bertha, was mar- 
and many of her effects 
remained in the house.

I have spent 
much time and trouble in promoting its 
ere examples of bad faith such as this 
will undo the work faster than I can hope 
to remedy the evil. In the purchase of 
canned goods a certain amount of confidenge 
has to be placed in the good faith of the can- 
ners, as the buyer has no opportunity before 
purchasing of judging for himself as to the 
excellence of the article. 

“The people of this district are not over- 
confident in outsiders at best, and until re- 
cently the trade in canned goods has in- 
creased slowly. It is.now fast becoming a 
factor in the import trade, however, and 
should be protected as für as possible from 
such flagrant frauds as the above.

CONGRESSMAN HULL ADMITS HE 
Ig IN LUMBER COMPANY. 


Philippine Enterprise Defended as a 
Legitimate Business, Which Expects 
No Favors of Governmeéent—Demo- 
erates Jeer at Iowan When He Says 
in Debate on Army Bill That the In- 
vestment Would Not Have Been 

Made Were Bryan Elected. 


Washington, D. C., March 1.—[Special.]— 
Congressman Hull of Iowa caused the sen- 
sation of the day in the House when he de- 
fended his investment in a lumber company 
organized to develop the Philippines. His 


statement was made during the debate on the 


army. bill, which the House later passed by 
a vote of 159 to 134. 

The vote by which the measure finally was 
sent on its way to the Executive for his sig- 
nature was on party lines, with the excep- 
tion of Mr. McCall of Massachusetts, Mr. 
Loud of California, Mr. Driscoll of New 
York, and Mr. Mann of Illinois, who voted 
with the Democrats. Mr. Cooper of Wis- 
consin answered present, and was not paired. 
All attempts of the Democrats to filibuster 
against the measure were defeated. 

Mr. Hull, whose name has been con- 
nected with the company in the Phil- 
ippines, frankly acknowiedged that he had 
invested money init. He said it was a legit- 
imate enterprise, which was not looking for 
government favors. Subsequently, when he 
stated that the company would not have 
invested money if Bryan had been elected, 
the Democrats jeered and hissed and shout- 
ed that it was because if Bryan had been 
elected the'Philippines would not have been 
exploited. Mr. Lentz of Ohio challenged 
Mr. Hull’s right to vote, but Mr. Hull voted 


yea. 

The debate was begun when Mr. Hull, 
chairman of the Committee on Military Af- 
fairs, moved to concur in the Senate amend- 
ments in gross. He said that with only two 
days of the session remaining a majority of 
his committee believed that the wisest course 
to pursue was to accept the Senate amend- 
ments. Personally, he believed the Senate 
provisions regarding Cuba were eminently 
wise and that those regarding the Philip- 
pines were a limitation upon the President's 
power. 

Grosvenor on Democratic Offer. 


Mr.. Grosvenor, supporting the Philippines 
and Cuban amendment, related the circum- 
stances in connection with the Ostend mani- 
festo in 1854, when the emissaries of a Demo- 
cratic. President offered $100,000,000 for the 
Island of Cuba. That, he said, was one of 
the Democratic traditions upon this subject. 
Another was the Loulsiana purchase and the 
government of that Territory. Still another 
was the government of Florida. 

Mr. Corliss [Mich.} indorsed the Philippine 
and Cuban amendment and concluded by ex- 
pressing the hope that some day in the future 
Cuba would be annexed to the United States. 

J. R. Williams IIII. J. in contrasting the 
Democratic policy of the past toward Cuba 
with the Republican policy of the present, 
said the former desired to buy Cuba while the 
latter was trying to steal it. 

Moody Opposes Annexation. 

Mr. Moody [Mass.] said he would not have 
addressed the House had it not been for Mr. 
Corliss’ remarks. If he believed the Cuban 
amendment had the meaning or tendency 
(annexation) attributed to it by Mr. Corliss, 
he said he would have no hesitation in vot- 
ing against it. He believed that Congress 
and the American people were bound in honor 
by the Teller resolution. The statement by 
Mr. Hall closed the debate and the vote fol-

lowed. 
The final conference report upon the Indian

PASSES SUNDRY CIVIL 


Senate Remains in Session Until After 
1 A. M. Discussing the Appro- 
priation Measure. 


Washington, D. C., March 2, 2 a. m.—[Spe- 
clal.J—The sundry civil bill was passed by 
the Senate at 1:15 o’clock this morning, yes- 
terday’s entire time having been devoted 
to the measure. Several amendments were 
adopted. After a brief executive session an 
adjournment was taken. 

During the discussion of the sundry civil 
bill Mr. Morgan offered an amendment au- 
thorizing the President to acquire from 
Nicaragua and Costa Rica territory suffi- 
cient for the construction of the Nicaragua 
Canal, and appropriating $10,000,000 for that 
purpose. After a sharp exchange between 
Mr. Morgan and Mr. Lodge the amendment 
was ruled out of order on the ground that it 
was general legislation. 

The committee project for a memorial 
bridge across the Potomac at Washington 
observatory grounds to a point on the Vir- 
ginia side, limiting the cost of the bridge 
to $5,000,000, $100,000 to be immediately avall- 
able, was approved after an attempt was 
made to delay action pending the acceptance 
of satisfactory plans.

The following morning it was discovered, 
that the bank of Ellettsville had been almost 
blown to pieces. “Colonel” Fryhofer des’ 
clared it to be the work of professional safe 
blowers, and fixed his loss at $1,500. Tie 
bank carried burglar insurance to the amount 
of the loss. The insurance company, which 
has its home office in Des Moines, Ia., settled 
thé claim in full. Mystery surrounds the 
affair to this day. No efforts were made to 


find the guilty parties. 4 . 


Beginning of the End. . 

Over a month ago Fryhofer began spend« 
ing the greater portion of his time away 
from the bank. Depositors who called for 
their money were sometimes paid, more oftem 
they were not. All were assured, however, 
that the “ wealthy Mr. Palmer” would pay 
all claims in full. The owner of the wrecked 
bank building, formerly occupied by tha 
firm, began suit for damages to his building 
as a result of the burglary. 

Notes which the people who gave them © 
supposed canceled were presented and peo- 
ple begantotalk. “ Colonel Fryhofer com- 
plained of feeling ill. He feared typhoid 
fever, but finally concluded that he was 
threatened with pneumonia. One night he 
announced he was going to Louisville for 
treatment. The bank did not open as usual 
the next morning. Fryhofer tebephoned 
from Louisville that he was growing worse 
and was in the St. Mary’s Hospital. The 
Ellettsville School trustees became alarmed 
and ran an attachment on the bank and 
on a piece of Bloomington property. When 
the bank vault was opened $21 was found, 
Gradually it began to dawn on the residents 
of the little Indiana village that something 
was wrong. Some, however, expressed 7 
fidence in Colonel Fryhofer. : 


Palmer Makes His Appearance. 1 

While plans for securing redress were be- 
ing made, Edmond Palmer, the wealthy 
Chicago banker and liquid air promoter, 
appeared: Before he had been in town an 
hour he announced that he would settle 
claims, and often referred to his liquid afr 
investments. He denounced “ Colonel Fry- 
hofer in severe terms. After remaining in 
town one day he borrowed $30 of a faithful 
depositor and boarded a train for Chicago... 

No mofreagas heard of the liquid air exe 
pert until news came of the failure of the 
other two banks and his subsequent arrest. 
Tuesday last a committee waited on Fry- 
hefer amd demanded payment of the school 
fund in his possession. He made an appoint- 4 
ment for later in the day and has not been 
seen since. He is thought to have become 
alarmed over Palmer’s arrest. 

Unless we change our plans, a warrant 
will be sworn out for Fryhofer’s arrest to- 
morrow,” said Attorney J. B. Wilson, repe: 
resenting the school trustees. 


Bank Without Cash Book.

SHAKE-OUP IN WHEAT PIP 


SOME HEAVY HOLDERS FORCED TO 
LET GO AND THE PRICE DIPS. 


Armour Interests Make a Sudden 
Switch, Selling Here and Buying in 
the Northwest — The Unexpected 
Move Frightens Enough Longs to 
Give the Pit More Wheat than It Can

a Help Toward the Close.

Some of the big local 
fellows began buying a little and forced the 


price up to 76- e, but here it stuck. Ex-

New York buyers 
on shipping account bid in a spiritless way, 
but their best prices were considerably under 
the market. At no time, as a matter of fact, 
did any support come from this source. The 
only bull news whith came from the other 
side all day was reports of light Argentine 
shipments, 824,000 bu, against 1,032,000 bu the 
previous week, and 2,984,000 bu a year ago, 
and slightly lower wheat stocks at Liver- 
pool. A month ago these were 3,915,000 bu; 
they are now 3,108,000 bu. By noon the price 
had slumped off to around 75%-%c and Ar- 
mour was credited with making a switch 
which made it all off with prices for a 
while. This consisted of selling heavily in 
this market and buying in the Northwest. A 
first-class shakeout followed the inaugura- 
tion of these operations and dozens of big 
holders helped swamp the pit with wheat 
for which there was little or no demand. 
The decline was helped along by some bear- 
ish news, the Argentine visible increasing to 
4,784,000 bu from 4,416,000 bu the previous 
week, although it is still far below the figures 
of a year ago. The supply was then 7,912,000 
bu. Some little help around the low point 
was contributed by the Modern Miller, which 
generally less favorable. Reports indicated 
east of the Mississippi!

About all the strength shown in any of the 
speculative commodities was centered in this 
pit. It was a fairly strong bull market all 
day, receiving excellent support from the 
substantial interests which have been behind 
it for several weeks. 

Liverpool came in slightly higher and re- 
ported smaller stocks, 1,642,000 bu, against 
1,857,000 on Feb. 1. Argentine shipments 
since Jan. 1 were figured at only 984,000 bu, 
against 4,208,000 bu for the corresponding 
period last year. For the week, however, they 
were larger, 152,000 bu, against 40,000 bu the 
previous week. On the rally from 40%c, the 
opening figure on May, to 4l\c, there was 
some selling by local longs which put the 
price back to first figures, but at the 
low point enough shorts came in to bring 
about a quick recovery. Phillips and Pringle 
stood by the market all day. There was also 
some good buying by such traders as Gif- 
ford, Tuttle, Geahart, Bartlett-Frazier, and 
Finley-Barrell. The bulk of the selling 
was probably done by a few of the first floor 
commission houses. Phillips’ heaviest buy- 
ing did not begin until the price was a frac- 
tion over 4l1c. It is estimated he gathered in 
about 1,000,000 bu. ‘The weather was a help to the 
market, conditions being reported as soft thaw- 
ing in many sections of the belt. Primary receipts 
were 696,200 bu, slightly heavier than last year. 
Shipments at 254,600 bu were less. 

An easier feeling ran through the N list, 
all the deliveries except May pork closing a little 
lower. Ranges were narrow, and clearly indicate 
the light degree of speculation to which the prop- 
erty is subject. There was continued selling by 
Cudahy brokers, the effect of which was to a cer- 
tain extent offset by purchases of ribs by Wright 
and Swift. The former picked up about 1,000,000 
lbs around 7c. The commission house selling was 
largely by Steever, Roloson, and Stone. The early 
market was made firm by relatively light receipts 
of hogs, 25,000, which were 5,000 under the esti-

chapters in the history of aeronautics. More 
than fifty years ago an aeronaut whose 
plans and performances were held by men of 
his decade to belie his name—his name was 
Wise—projected a balloon voyage across the 
Atlantic. He held that by recourse to a 
balloon of sufficient buoyancy and carrying 
power the aerial voyager might search out 
tn the lofty heights above the ocean currents 
of air that would ultimately bear him to some 
not too particular destination on the farther 
shores. He never put the project to the test; 
but others have pursued the same idea and 
accomplished lesser flights. Some of these 
lesser flights measured many hundred miles. 

The passengers in the car of the Icarus, in 
whose fortunes we are interested, planned, 
as we know, merely to cross the path of 
some vessel which might be brought near 
enough to observe them and pick them up 


on their descent. They sighted several ves- - 


sels in the far distance; and once, at night, 

in a driving gale, they descended so close 

to the sea’s surface that volces reached 

them as, in the depth of the darkness be- 

low, an order was shouted on the deck of 

some craft. They shouted back, but there 

was no answer, save the echo of their own 

voices, which the sea hurled back in their 
faces. A descent at such a moment would 

have insured their destruction. 

The gale adverted to drove them far to the 
northwest. There were hours during which 
Norcross, while he had lost knowledge of the 
exact direction of their flight, hoped that 
they might sight the West Indies and make 


— 


a descent on land. But they had been car- 
ried too far to the north; and next they 
were caught in a southwest gale, which 
bore them out over trackless sea again. 

Already their flight had umed time be- 
yond all calculation, and, was inevitably 
to be expected, while their airship proved 
its buoyancy a loss of. gas by leakage no 
lens than by expenditure in their several 
descents after a cast of ballast and an up- 
ward bound from the sea’s surface, brought 
the peril of drowning so clese home to them 
thet they all but lost hope. 

We have arrived at that point of time at 
which this story took its rise—the night of the 
southwest gale during which two officers 
on the bridge of the laboring transatlantic 
liner Urania sighted the balloon in mid- 
ocean. Their last pound of ballast having 
been cast into the sea, and after it the in- 
ttruments, the remaining provisions and 
even dispensible portions of their clothing 
and the balloon still sinking, Norcross had 
as a last resort cut away the car, after lash- 
ing his companion in the rigging. . 

With the buoyancy attained by freedom 
from this dead weight the balloon soared 
aloft again, passing near the steamer. Nor- 
cross saw the vessel, and so desperate was 
their case that he was for the moment on 
the point of ripping the balloon cloth with 
his sheath-knife, trustfhg to their precipi- 
tate descent to attract attention and rescue. 
A moaning cry from his companion in mis- 
fortune deterred him. If the last cubic 
yard of gas were set free she, to a certainty, 
would be lost. What gas remained in the 
sphere would serve to buoy them up, even 
after the balloon should fall into the ocean. 
He cast the knife from him, and it fell into 
the sea. 

It was one afternoon more than a month 
after this time that the commander of the 
Urania, while the vessel lay at its pier in 
the North River, sought out Murchison, the

MUSIC AND THE DRAMA. | 


Chicago Orchestra Concert. | 

The public rehearsal of the Chicago Or- 
chestra in the Auditorium yesterday after- 
noon was the occasion of the first perform- 
ance here of the D minor symphony of An- 
ton Bruckner; its first American perform- 
ance it is believed was in New York under 
Damrosch's direction in the season of 1885 
786. 

The works of Bruckner are as yet an un- 
placed quantity in musical. literature—their 
admirers declare them masterpieces, their 
critics denounce them as worthless. Time 


values, and then their ranking and classifica- 
tion will be possible, but even when that day 
arrives, one doubts if the decision will be 
that the Bruckner symphonies are great as, 
symphonies. For, in truth, the term is a 
misnomer as applied to them—rhapsodical, 
spasmodic, disjointed—there is in them noth- 
ing of the formal logical development of 
musical mood or matter which is an essential 
element of the symphony as it is considered 
today. The work yesterday was the fifth 
of the Bruckner symphonies one had heard, 


be the same as were those of the four pre- 
viously listened to. Orchestral skill Bruck- 
ner undeniably possessed—a sense for rich- 
ness and beauty of tonal coloring being his— 
such as no one but Wagner had in superior 
degree; contrapuntal cleverness, too, he 
could elaim, and much of admirable power in 
thematic invention, and yet he was no sym- 
phonist. Logic is what was lacking in his 
makeup, and therefore it is that his sym- 
phonies are a succession of disconnected, un- 
related bits, instead of musical units. He 
would find a beautiful theme, announce it 
with ravishing tonal loveliness, come to an 
impressive pause—and the next musical 
thought he uttered had absolutely nothing 
to do with what had just been heard. 

It is believed that had Bruckner turned his 
abilities to opera instead of to the smyphony 
he would have achieved much of real worth. 
His music is unmistakably operatic—one has 
the impression while listening to his sym- 
phonies that there must have been words 
to that music in its original form. It is 
not knowing these words—greping in the 
dark as it were—that irritates and annoys 
the listener. 

Of the D minor symphony the scherzo 1s 
the best movement, its middle part comes 
dangerously near the musically common, but 
there is about the movement as a whole a 
brightness and grace, and above all, a unity 
that are agreeable and attractive. 2 

Following the Bruckner symphony came 
Liszt’s A major concerto, a composition but 
rarely heardin public. After listening to it 
yesterday one cannot especially lament over 
this neglect, for the work is not even Liszt 
at his best, and that is saying considerable. 
The subject material is in no wise profound 
or remarkable in any other way, and the 
handling of it has resulted neither in grateful 
work for the orchestra nor effective for the 
soloist. Only the performance yesterday lent 
the concerto worth and interest. The soloist 
was Leopold Godowsky, who thus accom- 
plished his reappearance before the Chicago 
public after an absence of several months in 
Europe. Those who had come expecting to 
be dazzled by the technic which had car- 
ried the Berlin concert-going public off its 
feet were disappointed, for the Liszt con- 
certo contains nothing that is technically 
startling, and Mr. Godowsky is, of all the 
great pianists now before the public, the 
least disposed to avail himself of the oppor- 
tunity of making points.“ He is unques- 
tionably the possessor of a technical facility 
unsurpassed in the world today, but he is 
also a musician of such seriousness and 
genuineness that display is invariably absent 
in his work. Thus it was that yesterday he 
played with so much of ease, so much of 
musical beauty and sincerity that the listen- 
er forgot that technic and difficulties ex- 
isted—art higher than this dees not exist. 
An encore was insisted upon and responded 
to with an exquisitely limpid performance 
of the Liszt F minor study. 

The variations from the Schubert D minor 
quartet arranged for string orchestra, and 
the new selections from Tannhäuser“ 
completed the program. The usual repeti-

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DANGER TN QUICK LUNGE. 


ENGLISH CUSTOM OF UNDER FEED- 
ING CAUSES ALARM. 


Dyspepsia Said to Prevail Among the 
Young People of the London Work- 
ing Class—Trouble Traced Through 
the Cafe and the ‘Top Hat—Cheap 
Dining-Reoms Abandoned for the 
More Attractive Though More Un- 
wholesome Lunch Counters. 


[FROM THE LONDON MAIL. I 
Boxing day, strange as the statement may 
sound, ig one of the rare days in the year 
when the young men and women of London 
are not engaged in laying up for themselves 
the foundations of chronic dyspepsia by in- 
dulgence in what may be termed bun and 
milk meals. 

The disease of London is dyspépsia. Out- | 
side the wealthy. classes nine out of ten girls 
and 50 er 60 per cent of the young men are 
chronic dyspeptics, | 

A quarter of a century ago this was almost 
entirely a disease of middle-aged and elderly 
rich people who eat too much. But they were 
plump and vigorous, at any rate. Now it is 
an ailment of the young, who do not eat 
enough; and a walk frem Ludgate circus to 
the bank between 1 and 8 o'clock in the af ter- 
noon will prove to any one how disastrous 
are the consequences. The plump and ruddy 
faces that healthy young men should have 
will be found to be quite exceptional, the vast 
majority being pale and thin, with flabby 
muscles and about half the quantity of red 
blood they ought to possess. . 

What is the cause of this wretched state 
pu 3 The top hat and the so-called 


The London café is really the dining- room 
of a vast number of young men, and it prob- 
ably owes its birth to the top hat, for a top 
hat is rather out of place in a boiled beef 
shop. But though the café is nice to look at 
from the outside, it was an evil day for Lon- 
don when it first came into existence. 


Most Lunches Are Bad Food. 


This can be proved not only by observing 
the results but by a consideration of what 
food the body needs to keep it in a state of 
vigorous health. That food is certainly not 
coffee, and roll, and butter,“ or tea and 
cake, or glass of milk and a sandwich,“ 
or eocoa and half a scone.” 

But what else is eaten in the modern café? 
Now and again you see a sensible young fel- 
low taking a couple of eggs and a large glass 
of milk. Rarely some one goes in for chicken 
and ham. And somewhat oftener you hear 
a request for cold beef. Even these latter 
things, however, do not come up to the needs 
of a grown man and woman. The ounce ar 
two of ham or beef, the scrap of chicken, the 
little bit of innutritious sausage that the cafés 
supply are not sufficient nourishment for a 
5-year-old child. And as they are always 
accompanied by the cup of tea or coffee the 
whole repast does as much harm as good. 

Now, no rule of dieting can be laid down for 
all men, either as to quantity or quality. But 
scientific physiologists have made repeated 
trials with average men—that is, men of about 
150 pounds weight, sixty-seven inches to six- 
ty-nine inches in height, fairly sound in all 
their organs, and doing a moderate amount of 
daily work. With slight modifications their 
results apply to most people. ee 

Body Has Specific Needs. 

First, they make the reasonable statement 
that a certain consumption of muscle, fat, 
and blood occurs in every one in proportion 
to the work he does and the temperature of 
the air. That being so, unless the supply of 
food be equal to the waste of the body a man 
loses flesh. He becomes what is called an 
autophagist or eater of himself. There is 
consequently a decline of the bodily and 
mental powers, and not only can the individ- 
ual not work so well but he offers much less 
resistance to the attacks of disease. 

Carry this out for some time. Take every 
day for a year a little less food than is re- 
quired to supply the waste and you run your- 
self down extremely low. At first you féel 
mere uneasiness and sinking at the stomach. 
Later on you are always out of sorts, dys- 
peptic, perhaps sleepless, you awake unre- 
freshed, you become pale and cadaverous. 

But even in the earlier stages the man who 
is underfed is not up to his work, for the ap- 
petite of 4 workman is a certain measure of 
his capacity for work. Incidentally it may be 
said our American competitors, of whom we 
are hearing so much lately, eat once and a 
half or twice as much as we do. And almost 
worse than being below his working ef- 
clency is the fact that the London young 
man of the type indicated is extremely liable 
to take infectious di j | 

We may take it as proved that a man 
must eat sufficient food if he wants to remain 
in robust health. And though people vary 
in this respect, each person has his minimum 
(and maximum, too), beyond which his 
health is not maintained. 

But there is quality as well as quantity. 
The vegetarian and the meat eater have long 
waged war, but no man of common sense can 
have two opinions on the question. Certain 
people whose liver, stomach, pancreas, and 
other organs are out of order, may thrive on 
vegetables (plus eggs, milk, and butter—all 
animal foods), but for the great bulk of hu- 
manity, the mixed diet is far the best, though 
no doubt we could all exist on vegetables 
alone. The proofs of this statement are nu- 
merous. Spaniards, Itallans, and other 


i 


southern people can do better work than 
Hindoos and Chinese, and they eat more ani- 
mal food. Englishmen can do better work 
than Italians and Spaniards, and they eat 
more meat. 

Then, our teeth are a combination of the 
cutting or carniverous, and the grinding or 
herbiverous, varieties; our stomachs are 
rather small and not suited for a large bulk 
of vegetables, and our digestive apparatus 
is a mean between that of the herbivora 
and carnivora, showing that nature intended 
us for a mixed diet. 

If we consult the food chemist he tells us 
the same. 


Variety of Food Is Best. 

Our body needs so much fat, so much 
starchy food, and so much nitrogenous or 
lean meat food, so much salts, and so much 
water. It needs, to put the thing in definite 
figures, 300 grains of nitrogen daily and 4,800 
grains of carbon. If you eat four pounds of. 
bread you would have the 300 grains of nitro- 
gen, but yeu would have about 9,000 grains 
of carbon. Thus, after digesting the latter, 
you would have to get rid of it, as waste, 
through the lungs. 8 

If you eat six pounds of lean meat you 
would have the necessary 4,800 grains of 
carbon, but you would have several times 
the necessary quantity of nitrogen, and this 
superfluous matter would have to be got rid 
of at great labor by the kidneys or else it 
would poison you. But if you eat two pounds 
of bread and three-quarters of a pound of 
meat you would have just the needed quan- 
tity of nitrogen and carbon without any ex- 
cess of either. 

Doctors set an @xample in meat eating, for 
the average doctor eats between two and 
three times as much meat as the average 
workingman and only about one-third as 
much bread. 

This brings the question back to the bun- 
and-milk young man. He eats insufficient and 
makes up for the deficiency with stimulating 
tea or coffee, which certainly gives him a 
feeling of having eaten enough, but at the 
same time plays havoc with his stomach, his 
blood, his muscles, and his nerves. But be- 
sides eating insufficient food, he eats wrong 
food. His body wants meat and fresh vege- 
tables. He gives it bread, pastry, and cloy- 
ing sweet cake. Consequently his face is 
pale, his muscles flabby, and his brain dull 
or, at least, much duller than it might be. 
And there is a national as well as an individ- 
ual danger im this state of things. For as- 
suredly if unsuitable dieting continues the 
meat-eating Americans and Australians will 
take our commercial supremacy away 
from us.
